Flood Is Still Swelling in 
Lower River and Several 


Important Embankments 
Give Way, 


TOWNS AND COUNTRY 
DISTRICTS SUFFER 


Orders Out That Persons or 
Boats Seen on the Levees 
by Night Without a Light 
Be Fired on, 


With the Mississippi practically at the 
1897 stage and still rising at every point be- 
low Cairo, and with rain continuing 
throughout the valey the flood situation 
on the lower river is more serious today 
than at any time heretofore. 

Several levees have broken under the 
pressure and several more are in extremely 


dangerous condition. 

Just. how serious the situation is may be 
guessed from the order in force today from 
Cairo to the gulf to shoot any person 
tampering with the levees or even sus- 
pected of cutting them. 

The levee patrols are heavy all along the 
river, and every guard in the flood district 
has now received orders to shoot any per- 
son seen on the embankments at night 
and to fire on any boat that lands without 
lights conspicuously displayed, 

At Memphis and the other principal ports 
notice of these regulations has been 
posted. 

The main levee at Caruthersville broke, 
but a “‘bonnet’’ that had béen built behind 
it is holding the water. Work is still. be- 
ing rushed on the levee, and it will proba- 
bly be completed in time to save the St. 
Francis basin. 

The Ashland levee, in Mississippi, was 
overtopped by the river, but it has been 
impossible to learn the outcome further 
than that thousands of acres have been 
flooded. The people are believed to be safe, 
as they telegraphed to Natchez for a boat 
to take them off. It was sent. 

The Arlington levee, near Baton Rouge, is 
in bad condition, and 1000 laborers, convict 
or free, are working on it. 

The Hannaberry (Ark.) levee broke, as 
did those at English and Pendleton. Great 
gangs of men are working on al! of them, 
but the country is elmost certain to be 
flooded. 

The Bougere (La.) protective levee broke, 
but a railway embankment behind it is 
expected to save the district. 

Hundreds of refugees continue to pour 
into Memphis and Natchez.

AT RECORD MARK 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 14.—Today's 
gauge is 19.5, which is the high water: 
mark of 1897, and the weather bureau pre- 
dicts that 21 feet will be reached. It also 
predicts that weather conditions will re- 
main unsettied, This is the gloomy side 
of the picture. However, the levees are in 
perfect condition, the weak spots having 
heen strengthened until they are stronger 
than the rest of the chain. Men and ma- 


terial are everywhere and even false alarms 
are promptly answered. Guards are kept 
on duty day and night, not only to de- 
tect dangerous spots, but to prevent any 
tampering through malice or fear. There 
is little apprehension here. 


LEVEES IN DANGER 
NEAR VICKSBURG. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 14.—The flood 
situation in this section is steadily grow- 
ing worse. It is greatly intensified by the 
continual heavy rains. The gauge here 
reads 48.3 feet, a rise of four-tenths. 

M. P. Robertson, assistant engineer of 
the Fifth Louisiana district levee board, 
who has established headquarters here, re- 
ceived a message from Commissioner Ran- 
sell at Lake Providence saying that he 
had just returned from an inspection of 
the levees from Lake Providence to the 
Arkansas line and found the embankments 
in fairly good shape.
